More complex picture of the explorer emerges in U.S. classrooms for holiday

Jeffrey Kolowith’s kindergarten students read a 
poem about Christopher Columbus, take a journey 
to the New World on three paper ships and place the 
explorer’s picture on a timeline through history. 

Kolowith’s students learn about the explorer’s sig- 
nificance— though they also come away with a more 
nuanced picture of Columbus than the noble discov- 
erer often portrayed in pop culture and legend. 

“T talk about the situation where he didn’t even 
realize where he was,” Kolowith said. “And we talked 
about how he was very, very mean, very bossy.” 

Columbus’ stature in U.S. classrooms has declined 
somewhat through the years, and many districts 
will not observe his namesake holiday on Monday. 
Although lessons vary, many teachers are trying to 
present a more balanced perspective of what hap- 
pened after Columbus reached the Caribbean and 
the suffering of indigenous populations. 

“The whole terminology has changed,” said James 
Kracht, executive associate dean for academic affairs 
in the Texas A&M College of Education and Human 
Development. “You don’t hear people using the world 
‘discovery’ anymore like they used to. ‘Columbus 
discovers America.’ Because how could he discover 
America if there were already people living here?” 

In McDonald, Pa., near Pittsburgh, fourth-grade 
students at Fort Cherry Elementary put Columbus 
on trial this year— charging him with misrepresent- 
ing the Spanish crown and thievery. They found him 
guilty and sentenced him to life in prison. 

“In their own verbiage, he was a bad guy,” teacher 
Laurie Crawford said. 

Of course, the perspective given varies across 
classrooms and grades. Donna Sabis-Burns, a team 
leader with the US. Department of Education’s 
School Support and Technology Program, surveyed

teachers nationwide about the Columbus reading 
materials they used in class for her University of 
Florida dissertation. She examined 62 picture books, 


and found the majority were outdated and contained 
inaccurate—and sometimes outright demeaning— 
depictions of the native Taino population. 

The day is an especially sensitive issue in places 
with larger native American populations. 

“We have avery large Alaska native population, so 
just the whole Columbus being the founder of the 
US., doesn’t sit well with a lot of people, myself includ- 
ed,” said Paul Prussing, deputy director of Alaska’s 
Division of Teaching and Learning Support. 


Smart grid gets island test in Maui resort area

A 4-square-mile patch of Maui in the nation’s most 
fossil-fuel dependent state soon will be home to a 
new kind of power grid, one that saves energy by 
turning off household appliances when electricity 
is expensive and makes better use of wind and solar 
power. 

General Electric recently announced it would test 
its “smart grid” technology in the luxury resort com- 
munity of Wailea, hoping to reduce peak electricity 
consumption there by 15 percent by 2012. 

Planners envision installing a new kind of power 
meter in homes —a wall-based unit that can monitor 
how much electricity is being used by various appli-

ances and turn them off when it’s most expensive. 
The project also would upgrade the utility's com- 
puter systems so that it can integrate more renew- 
able energy. 

“There’s a lot of opportunities for us to improve 
our knowledge of what’s using power, and making it 
easier for us to shut off the power when we’re not 


around,” said Bob Gilligan, vice president for trans- 
mission at GE Energy. “Most consumers aren't really 
aware of how much energy they’re using at any time 
of day.” 

For example, if customers knew what times elec- 
tricity was most expensive, they could automatically 
adjust air conditioning and refrigerator tempera- 
tures, or they could choose to delay turning on the 
dishwasher until power demand drops. 

Located on the slopes of Haleakala, Wailea was 
chosen for the smart grid because rapid construc- 
tion growth in the area and its isolation make it a 
fertile testing ground, said Peter Rosegg, spokesman 
for Hawaiian Electric Co.

In D.C. and Chicago, locals show up for gay rights event

As the sun came up Sunday somewhere in 
Pennsylvania, 20-year-old gay rights activist 
Megan Tucker stood before a busload of grog- 
gy Chicagoans and announced disappointing 
news. 

One of the four buses with Tucker’s group 
making the 14-hour trip to the National 
Equality March in Washington, D.C., had bro- 
ken down near Toledo, Ohio, and had to turn 
back. 

“This is our war. We have lost a quarter of our 
comrades,” Tucker said. Several of the key orga- 
nizers were on that bus, along with most of the 
posters and signs they'd made for the march. 

Tucker said the group would have to fight 
extra hard to make up for the loss. “We’re going 
to give them hell.” 

Later that afternoon, with its numbers down 
to 160 from 212, the members of the Chicago 
contingent of Join the Impact, a grassroots 
gay rights activist group, hollered into bull- 
horns under a 16-foot banner as they marched 
through downtown D.C. with several thousand 
others to demand full equal rights for gays, les- 
bians and transgender people. 

“We're here. We’re queer. We’re fabulous, 
don’t [bleep] with us,” the Chicagoans chanted 
as they marched 2.3 miles to the Capitol for a 
rally. 

Capitol police declined to provide a crowd 
estimate, but it appeared several thousand 
marchers filled about ten blocks. Organizers 
said there were 200,000 to 250,000 people. It 
was the fifth national gay rights march since the 
first in 1979 drew some 75,000 people. Since 
then, marches in 1987, 1993 and 2000 have 
drawn up to 500,000. 

Disagreement within the gay community 
about whether the march was a wise use of 
time, energy and resources had left some 
concerned that turnout would be weak. Rep. 
Barney Frank (D-Mass.), the first openly gay 
US. congressman, on Friday called the march 
“a waste of time at best.” 

Equality Federation, a national alliance of 
state equality groups, did not endorse the march 
because “we need to keep our resources going 
to specific outcomes,” said executive director

Toni Broaddus. 

But marchers Sunday said they were thrilled 
with the energy and turnout. 

“The numbers will be noticed. They can’t 
not be noticed,” said Jacob Meister, 44, of 
Bucktown, who is running for the U.S. Senate 
seat formerly held by President Obama and 
hopes to be the first openly gay senator. 

Said Sidney Stokes, 22, president of Columbia 
College’s LGBT group Common Ground: “I’m 
hoarse, I’m tired, I’m hungry. And I would do 
it all again, right now.” 

Among the approximately 50 speakers at the 
rally was Lady Gaga, who said as she took the 
podium that “this is the single most important 


moment of my career.” 

“They say that this country is free, and they 
say that this country is equal, but it’s not equal 
if it’s only sometimes,” Lady Gaga said. She 
concluded: “Bless God and bless the gays.” 

Chicagoans who made the journey to 
Washington said they hoped the march would 
show the solidarity behind the LGBT com- 
munity’s equal rights cause and demonstrate 
its displeasure with what they say are empty 
promises of change. 

“Tt’s like the {1960s} Freedom Rides [for 
racial equality],” said Bella Mia, 20, a Columbia 
College student who said she was riding the 
bus to the march to support her gay friends. “I 
think gay rights are the great civil rights cause 
of the here and now.” 

Others also had more personal reasons for 
marching. 

Bradley Baker, 31, and Matthew Powell, 47, 
said they got married in California a year ago, 
and they want it recognized in Illinois so they 
can have benefits, like tax breaks, that hetero- 
sexual married couples do. 

“We don’t want to leave Chicago, but our 
five-year plan includes moving to New York so 
our marriage can be recognized,” said Baker, 
who lives with Powell in Edgewater. 

Ryne Poelker, 18, said he was the first person 
to come out at his high school in a small town in 
Downstate Illinois, and he experienced harass- 
ment, vandalism and assault. 

“To me, this is just about making sure no 
other child has to go through that,” said 
Poelker, a freshman at the University of Illinois 
at Chicago. 

Without a large organization planning it, the 
march rose from the grassroots. “It’s time for 
the torch to be passed,” long-time gay rights 
activist Jerry Pritikin, 72, who lives on the Near 
North Side and was one of the marchers on 
the broken down bus that had to turn back to 
Chicago, said before the event. 

“The future is in good hands, and it’s going 
in the right direction,” said Pritikin. “It’s not 
making enemies, it’s making friends.” 

Rick Garcia, public policy director with 
LGBT advocacy group Equality Illinois, said 
he’s been to every national gay rights march 
since the first one in 1979, and felt this year’s

had the clearest goal: to demand full equal 
rights under civil law. 

Garcia, who flew to Washington, said before 
the event he was disappointed that the march 
wasn't on more people’s radars, and questioned 
the effectiveness of chanting to empty buildings 
on a Sunday over Columbus Day weekend. 

But he expected the march would give a 
“boost” to LGBT activists and energize a new 
generation of leaders to get to work when they 
get home. 

“I was in college in 1979,” Garcia said, “and 
if I didn’t march on Washington then, I don’t 
know if I would have been the activist I am 
today.” 
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RedEye spoke with Toni Broaddus, executive director of Equality Federation, and Rick Garcia, policy director at Equality Illinois, for an update on some 
of the issues in the lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender community. 


Same-sex marriage is legal in 

Massachusetts, Connecticut, 

lowa, Vermont, Maine and 

New Hampshire. Rhode Island, 

New York and the District 

of Columbia honor same-sex 

marriages performed in other states. 

In Maine, a referendum to repeal the same- 

sex marriage law will appear in November. In 
Washington state, a November referendum seeks 
to overturn domestic partnership rights. Nationally, 
House representatives have introduced the Respect 
for Marriage Act, which aims to repeal the definition 
of marriage as between a man and a woman under 
federal law. In Illinois, a same-sex marriage bill was 
introduced this month in the state Senate. 
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Twenty-one states plus D.C. 

cover sexual orientation 

in their nondiscrimination 

laws, Broaddus said. In eight 

of those states, transgender 

people are not covered. 

Ohio is poised to pass a law prohibiting 
discrimination based on sexual orientation or 
gender identity , Broaddus said. 

Federally, the Employment Nondiscrimination 
Act, covering sexual orientation and gender 
identity, was introduced in Congress this 
summer. In Illinois, the Human Rights Act 
prohibits discrimination based on sexual 
orientation and gender identity.

The House last week 

approved the Matthew 

Shepard Act, named after

the definition of federal hate crimes to include 
sexual orientation and gender identity. 

Of the 45 states (plus D.C.) that have hate crimes 
legislation, 18 cover sexual orientation, while 12 
states and D.C. cover both sexual orientation and 
gender identity, Broaddus said. Fifteen states 
don’t mention LGBT in their hate crimes laws 
and five states don’t have hate crimes laws at all, 
she said.

Like many epic journeys, it began in boredom—a 
dead-end office job at a bio-research firm in 
Skokie. 

“I was staring out the window wondering 
what the hell I’m doing,” said 27-year-old Daniel 
Seddiqui, a California native. 

He wanted adventure. He needed a job. So he 
hatched a plan: work a different job in a different 
state every week for nearly a year. He cold-called 
companies throughout the land, relying on ingenu- 
ity, networking and luck to get hired for one-week 
stints.

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Woman says CTA driver 
ignored her after attack

For Felicita Torres, the horror of having a 
street vendor wave some sort of chemical 
in her face on a CTA bus nearly two weeks 
ago was intensified by her bus driver’s lack 
of response. 

After staggering to the front of her 
inbound No. 62 Archer bus and telling the 
driver what she thought happened, the dis- 
oriented accounts-receivable clerk said the 
driver curtly replied, “That’s between you 
and him. I have nothing to do with it,” and 
refused to call the police. 

When Torres encountered the same bus 
driver the next morning, she said, she men- 
tioned the incident, wondering if the chemi- 
cal she’d inhaled made her misjudge the 
bus driver’s words. But Torres said she was 
stunned yet again when he repeated them. 

“I was pretty much appalled by it,” she 
said. 

CTA officials said they are aware of the 
Sept. 28 incident and are investigating. 

Torres was on the bus headed to work 
about 8:15 a.m. sitting near the rear of the 
nearly empty bus when the offender board- 
ed the bus and sat just ahead of her. The 
offender turned toward her and tried selling 
CDs. But she wasn’t interested. 

“I have something for you, mami,” the 
offender told Torres, reaching into a back- 
pack and pulling out a CD case covered with 
a paper towel. 

Immediately after grabbing the CD case 
that the offender waved in her face, Torres 
said she became lightheaded and woozy. 

“T’m5-9... ’mnota tiny, little person, I just 
felt like it was hard for me to get up, hard for 
me to move—I felt vulnerable,” she said. 

Torres summoned her remaining strength 
to walk to the front of the bus to get help, but 


Man arrested in purse snatchings 

A 43-year-old man from the West Side has been charged with 
robbery in two separate strong-arm incidents on the Near North 
Side on Saturday morning, police said Sunday. Just after 11 a.m. two 
women, ages 59 and 27, had their purses snatched by a man who 
then got in a vehicle and drove away. One incident occurred on 
North Clark Street, the other on West Maple Street, police said.

said she received no help from her driver. 

“T know it’s not his fault what happened 
to me, but I feel like calling the police when 
Lasked him to call the police ... That was the 
least that you can do. Call 911,” she said. 

After the offender fled the bus, Torres said 
she got off the bus several blocks away and 
alerted police. No arrests have been made. 

She went to a local hospital to be checked 
out, and a doctor told her she likely had 
come into contact with the chemical com- 
pound ether, but suffered no lasting effects, 
she said. 

Tt wasn’t clear whether the unidentified 
driver was still on his route or whether bus 
cameras may have captured the incident. 


In a statement, CTA officials said they 
are trying to determine whether the 
driver in the incident followed CTA 
procedures, but added that drivers are 
supposed to render aid to distressed 
passengers. 

“CTA personnel are instructed to ask 
the individual to stop the offending 
behavior. If the individual does not stop 
their behavior or if there is a physical 
threat to another customer, personnel 
should immediately contact CTA’s 
Control Center to summon assistance 
and for instructions on how to proceed,” 
the statement said.

Mother of Columbine 


killer breaks silence 


8] DENVER In the first detailed pub- 
lic remarks by any parent of the two 
Columbine killers, Dylan Klebold’s mother 
says she had no idea her son was suicidal 
until she read his journals after the 1999 high 
school massacre. 

Susan Klebold’s essay in next month's 
issue of O, The Oprah Magazine, says she is 
still struggling to make sense of what hap- 
pened when her son and Eric Harris killed 12 
students and a teacher in the shooting ram- 
page at Columbine High School in suburban 
Denver. Twenty-one people were injured 
before Klebold and Harris killed themselves. 

“For the rest of my life, I will be haunted 


by the horror and 
anguish Dylan 
caused,” she wrote. 
“T cannot look at a 
child in a grocery 
store or on the street 
without thinking 
about how my son’s 
Dylan Klebold schoolmates spent 
the last moments 
of their lives. Dylan changed everything I 
believed about myself, about God, about 
family, and about love.”

tions in a lawsuit filed by families of the victims, 
but a judge in 2007 sealed them for 20 years 
after the lawsuit was settled out of court. 

In her essay, Susan Klebold wrote that she 
didn’t know her son was so disturbed. 

“Dylan's participation in the massacre was 
impossible for me to accept until I began to 
connect it to his own death,” she wrote in 
excerpts released by the magazine ahead of 
Tuesday’s publication. “Once I saw his jour- 
nals, it was clear to me that Dylan entered the 
school with the intention of dying there. And 
so in order to understand what he might have 
been thinking, I started to learn all I could 
about suicide.” 


Family looks 
for answers in 
sauna deaths 


PRESCOTT, Ariz. A 38-year-old 

New York woman who died after 
sitting in a sauna-like sweat lodge at a 
scenic Arizona resort was an avid surfer 
and hiker who was “in top shape,” took 
self-improvement seriously and had 
a passion for art, a family spokesman 
said. 

Kirby Brown of Westtown, N.Y., was 
one of two people who died Thursday 
evening after being overcome in the 
crudely built hut during a spiritual cleans- 
ing ceremony. 

Authorities on Saturday identified 
the other victim as 40-year-old James 
Shore of Milwaukee, who served as 
director of business development at 
an Internet marketing company in his 
hometown. 

Nineteen other people were taken to 
hospitals, suffering from burns, dehydra- 
tion, respiratory arrest, kidney failure or 
elevated body temperature. Most were 
soon released, but one remained in criti- 
cal condition Saturday. 

Brown had no pre-existing health con- 
ditions that would have kept her from 
participating in an otherwise safe activ- 
ity, said cousin and family spokesman 
‘Tom McFeeley. That two people died and 
19 others became ill at the Angel Valley 
Retreat Center indicates that “something 
went horribly wrong.”

Chicago Marathon winner gets $100,000 
bonus for setting new course record

You could see Samuel Wanjiru waving his hands 
in an effort to make the last remaining pace- 
maker move faster in the final half of the race. 

That didn’t work. 

Wanjiru soon knew his chances for a world 
record were gone because of the effort he had 
to expend running at the lead into a cold wind, 
so he settled for a figurative goodbye wave to 
the two rivals still abreast of him with four 
miles to go. 

That worked, as a pair of surges put Wanjiru 
in command. 

And then, with the race well in hand, the 
young Kenyan nearly kissed a lot of money 
goodbye by waving to the crowd with each hand 
during his final strides before the finish line in 
Sunday’s Bank of America Chicago Marathon. 

There was a $100,000 bonus for breaking 
the course record. Wanjiru did not know what 
the record was or how much it was worth. 

All that work, and the last second would 
be worth the most.Wanjiru beat Khalid 
Khannouchi’s 10-year-old record by one second 
with a time of 2 hours, 5 minutes, 41 seconds. 

“I would have appreciated it if you were one 
second slower, Sammy,” race director Carey 
Pinkowski joked. 

A second slower, and Wanjiru hardly would 
have gone home empty-handed. He made 
$75,000 for winning and would still have 
received $75,000 for a time better than the 
third fastest in Chicago history (2:05:56) that 
did not break the course record. 

“I was very happy to see I was the winner,” 
Wanjiru said of his celebratory waves. “It is 
unbelievable to take $100,000 for one sec- 
ond.” 

Wanjiru finished 23 seconds ahead of 
Abderrahim Goumri of Morocco (2:06:04), 
who had been 30 seconds behind the top three

with four miles to go but moved up inexorably 
for his fourth runner-up finish in a major invi- 
tational marathon. Vincent Kipruto of Kenya 
(2:06:08) was third. 

Sergio Reyes of Palmdale, Calif., was the first 
US. finisher, a distant eighth in 2:15:30. 


Women 

Russia’s Liliya Shobukhova, who finished 
third at the London Marathon earlier this year, 
was a winner in her second marathon and fin- 
ished all alone in 2:25:56. London winner Irina 
Mikitenko of Germany (2:26:31) finished second 
to clinch the 2008-09 World Marathon Majors 
championship, and defending champion Lidiya 
Grigoryeva of Russia was third (2:26:47). 

American Deena Kastor, the Chicago win- 
ner in 2005, placed sixth (2:28:50) in her first 
marathon since breaking her right foot in the 
Beijing Olympics. 

“It’s very exciting,” the 31-year-old 
Shobukhova said. “It’s a great surprise for me.” 

It was an emotional day for Mikitenko. 

The two-time London Marathon cham- 
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pion pulled out of the world championship in 
Germany in August after her father died. With 
her mother celebrating a birthday Sunday, she 
turned ina solid performance that came up just 
short of Shobukhova. 

So did Kastor, who is trying to re-establish 
herself at 36 and set a course toward the 2012 
London Olympics—something she might not 
be doing had things gone better in Beijing. 

“T feel really good about where I am right 
now,” said Kastor, the bronze medalist at the 
2004 Athens Games. “My day fell a little short, 
but I’m still pretty ecstatic by how my body has 
held up and how strong I’ve gotten over the 
past few months.” 
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Wheelchair division 

Tatyana McFadden’s entry in Sunday’s Chicago 
Marathon women’s wheelchair division was 
originally intended as a training exercise. 

But the 20-year-old University of Illinois 
sophomore might consider more marathons 
after winning in 1 hour, 50 minutes, 47 seconds 
on her first try. 

“I really wanted to build a good distance 
foundation for the 800, and I’m thinking of 
adding the 1,500 for the Pan-Olympic games,” 
said McFadden, already an accomplished wheel- 
chair sprinter. “So I thought training for a mara- 
thon would help me in the long run for that.” 

McFadden edged four other racers in a final 
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sprint, including a 2-second vic- 
tory over runners-up Diane Roy 
and Amanda McGrory. 

Among men’s racers, Australian 
Kurt Fearnley claimed his third 
straight Chicago men’s title in 
1:29.09.

Hats, gloves and layers were the order of the 
day for runners at the start of Sunday’s Chicago 
Marathon.

“We'll probably capture about 20,000 garments, 
and we'll donate them to the Pacific Garden 
Mission,” race director Carey Pinkowski said. 

The cold didn’t faze Matt Brisbois, a 20-year- 
old University of Minnesota student. He ran bare- 
chested. 

“This is how I always run,” said Brisbois, par- 
ticipating in his second marathon.
